that recent amendments to the 
Selective 
Training 
and 
Service 
Act. of 1940 establish liability for 
training and service of certain 
classes of aliens, and provide a 
different alan lard for classifica­ 
tion of aliens. 
"R egistrants now 
classified in Class 4-C will be re­ 
classified in accordance with this 
directive,” accot ling to Lieut Col. 
C W Goble, state director, and 
he added: 
"All registrants, who are citi­ 
zens of the Philippine Common­ 
wealth are deemed nationals of 
the United States and shall be re­ 
classified in the same m anner aa 
citizens of the United Stat es. Any 
citizen of the Philippine Common­ 
wealth in age group eighteen to 
thirty-five, both inclusive, who is 
not registered and desires to vol­ 
unteer for in iu rtion shall be per­ 
mitted to volunteer an i shall be 
processed as provided in p ara­ 
graphs 334 and 335 of the Regula­ 
tions.

“ My attention was first draw n 
to the m atter in the w inter of I SUG, 
when I was a student of medicine 
at the University of Toronto.

When I came awake, I found tha t 
a Jan u ary northw ester was blow­ 
ing in through the open window 
and striking me in the upper part 
of the hack, from which the bed­ 
clothes had slipped. It was fully 
an hour before (by lying on my 
back) I succeeded in overcoming 
the feeling of cold and fear. In 
the intervening years I have ex­ 
perienced scores of nightm ares al­ 
most invariably due to similar 
conditions. The only exceptions I 
ran think of are nightm ares caused 
by difficulty in breathing, quite 
rare in my case. 
“ Some eight or nine years ago 
I looked up the literature of p a vo r 
n o ctu rn u * . 
I thought it very poor 
stuff for the most part, like the 
early guesses concerning the etio­ 
logy of m alaria and yellow fever. 
I have reason to believe tha t no 
marked advance has been made re­ 
cently in the scientific study of 
night fears. 
"Couldn’t my theory be put to 
the test in one or more college 
dormitories? It would be easy, I 
should think, for a research stu ­ 
dent to direct a stream of cold air 
or spray along the spines (espe­ 
cially over the upper dorsal ver­ 
tebrae) of his sleeping fellow col­ 
legians and to take note of the re­ 
actions.

I am glad to publish this letter 
in order to bring the subject up 
for discussion and also to em pha­ 
size w hat is said—tha t terrifying 
dreams do not harm the health and 
tha t while mothers may feel ap­ 
prehensive about them, and even 
superstitious, there is no real rea­ 
son for this, and the harm the 
dream docs is w hat you make it. 
It would seem natural to sup­ 
pose that the activities of the day 
condition the mental i^tivitics of 
the night, or perhaps to put it in a 
larger sense, the activities of a 
lifetime condition our mental ac­ 
tivities in sleep. But that is very 
difficulty to prove, and also very 
difficult to correct on tha t basis. 
I think it is possible tha t peri­ 
pheral stimuli might have much 
more to do with causing dreams 
than long-dead experiences. 
It is always comforting to me to 
remember tha t we only probably 
dream in the last five or ten min­ 
utes before we awaken.

T I E Dutch East Indies have surprised us 
all by the vigor of their warfare 
against the Japanese.

Instead, the Dutch adopted an in­ 
direct method. 
They presented his Goanese majesty 
with a gaily painted automobile.

a few days the Goans were out building 
roads. 
Thus the king eased the bumps 
that would otherwise have afflicted 
his 
royal self, the Dutch got their highways. 
It all goes to prove the truth of the 
ancient saying: 
"lf you 
would govern, 
drive with an easy rein/*

/CONSIDERING the sureness with which

thors have been surprisingly few. 
Hitler 
is an exception to

ASHINGTON— Tile hard-hitting Tru­ 
man committee hasn’t got around to 
Hie matter yet, but some hot sensations are 
in store when the committee digs into the 
dollar-a-year-man handling of the power 
phases of the war production program. 
For years one of the hottest issues in 
W ashington has been the Power Lobby. It 
has been repeatedly investigated, and sev­ 
eral years ago, after fierce legislative bat­ 
tles, the Federal Power and Holding Com­ 
pany laws were enacted to curb the lobby. 
The 
Truman 
committee 
has 
confi­ 
dential information that today this lobby 
is more powerfully entrenched in the capi­ 
tal than ever before. 
For months, it has been operating di­ 
rectly inside the government, formulating 
and running the Power policy of the OPM, 
which was until last week the key war 
production agency. 
The OPM Power Division is not only 
manned with utility officials, but they are 
still on tile payrolls of private power com­ 
panies. 
In other words, while presumably 
working for the government, they are ac­ 
tually paid employes of the utilities. 
After being deluged with complaints 
that the utility-ruled OPM Power Division 
was secretly 
aiding independent rural 
power co-ops, the House Appropriations 
committee questioned J. A. Krug, head of 
the division, on these charges. 
Krug defended his staff, but the com­ 
mittee, unconvinced, ordered him to sub­ 
mit a detailed report on his dollar-a-year 
assistants, including the amount of salaries 
they are drawing from utility companies 
while working for the government. 
Two months have elapsed since Krug 
promised to produce this important in­ 
formation and so far he has not done so. 
All the committee has received was a 
cagey letter from 
John 
Lord 
O’Brian, 
former corporation attorney who is OPM 
geenral counsel, giving a list of the Power 
Division s personnel, but has nothing about 
their private salaries. 
However, the little 
information O Brian did disclose speaks 
volumes. 
It shows that no less than 18 key of- 
I fieials in K rugs division are dollar-a-year 
and 
W D C ’ ( without compensation) men, 
J who are still on private utility payrolls. 
Note: 
Appropriation committee mem­ 
bers estimate that the total pay these men 
chaw from power companies is more than 
| $250,000 a year.

It was fully 
an hour before (by lying on my 
back) I succeeded in overcoming 
the feeling of cold and fear. In 
the intervening years I have ex­ 
perienced scores of nightm ares al­ 
most invariably due to sim ilar 
conditions. The only exceptions I 
can think of are nightm ares caused 
by difficulty in breathing, quite 
rare in my case. 
"Some eight or nine years ago 
I looked up the literatu re of pavor 
nocturnal. I thought it very poor 
stuff for the most p art, like the 
early guesses concerning the etio­ 
logy of m alaria and yellow fever. 
I have reason to believe th a t no 
m arked advance has been made re­ 
cently in the scientific study of 
night fears. 
"C ouldn’t my theory be put to 
the test in one or more college 
dorm itories? I t would be easy, I 
should think, for a research stu ­ 
dent to direct a stream of cold a ir 
or spray along the spines (espe­ 
cially over the upper dorsal ver­ 
tebrae) of his sleeping fellow col­ 
legians and to take note of the re­ 
actions.

fears are caused by peripheral 
stim uli, a num ber of im portant 
deductions would follow concern­ 
ing the n atu re of the em otions in 
general, the interrelation of fear 
and anger, the m eans and preven­ 
tion and the treatm en t of pavor 
nocturnal. Above all, we should 
then have substantial reasons for 
changing the attitu d e of parents 
tow ard this affliction. I feel sorry 
for this and th a t young mother 
(steeped in ignorance and super­ 
stition) roused from slum ber in 
the cold, dark hours by her shriek­ 
ing offspring." 
I am glad to publish this letter 
in order to bring the subject up 
for discussion and also to em pha­ 
size w hat is said—th a t terrify in g 
dream s do not harm the health and 
j th a t while m others may feel ap ­ 
prehensive about them , and even 
superstitious, there is no real rea­ 
son for this, and the harm the 
dream docs is w hat you make it 
It would seem n atu ral to sup­ 
pose th a t the activities of the day 
condition the m ental ^ tiv itie s of 
the night, or perhaps to put it in a 
la rg e r sense, the activities of a 
lifetim e condition our m ental ac­ 
tivities in sleep. B ut th a t is very 
difficulty to prove, and also very 
difficult to correct on th a t basis. 
I think it is possible th a t peri­ 
pheral stim uli m ight have much 
m ore to do w ith causing dream s 
th an long-dead experiences. 
It is alw ays com forting to me to 
rem em ber th a t we only probably 
dream in the last five or ten m in­ 
utes before we awaken.

The delegation met Townsend, a 
former gov ernor of Indiana, in Co­ 
lumbus

chief talked to the Ohio Defense 
Institute. 
Sp okesmen for the del­ 
egation said Townsend inforr 
them that ev en though much w 
was being done in the p rop o 
camp area, the gov ernment 
not y et officially selected it for 
an Arm y cantonm ent.

liminary work is necessary before 
any site is selected, he told the 
delegation. 
The 
farm 
group 
p resented 
Towsend 
with 
figures 
showing 
the agricultural p roduction of the 
p rop osed site and urged him to 
use his influence to transfer the 
cam p to some less p roductiv e lo­ 
cation. 
Rumors still p ersist th at land is 
already being p urchased in the 
p rop osed area, although none can 
be confirmed and the county audi­ 
to r’s office rep orts no land tra ns­ 
fers to the gov ernment hav e been 
made. 
No Relocation Planned 
Cornell 
Cop eland, 
Pickaway 
County F arm Security chief, say s 
he has had no instructions from 
the gov ernment to assist in relo­ 
cating farm ers of the camp area. 
Such instructions usually p recede 
the location of cam p s and Mr. 
Cop eland said he p robably would 
be notified if or when the gov ern­ 
ment decided to take ov er the 
land. 
A t the farm meeting Townsend 
told rep resentativ es of 150 farm 
organizations “ I believ e there ar* 
serious p ossibilities in the sugges­ 
tions of recruiting women's land 
armies, but they offer no imme­ 
diate solution to our own farm 
labor p roblems.
